'ered with indigestion before, 
jut that it had never been so 
severe. 


The day after Shriver arrived 
marry her, Mrs. Lippens was 


taken into custody after postal 
inspectors charged .she was a 
member of a ring which ob- 
Lained more than $6,000 from 
matrimonial prospects in the 
south, middle west and west, 
fwo other women and two men 
were arrested at the same time, 
and are held at Indianapolis. 


Mrs. Lippens sat comfortably

To the Editor :.—

The weather is rarely the subject of conversation in Palestine, 
one puzzles his brain about whether there will be rain tomor- 


fall, perhaps November. It is quite certain that the middle of the 
day will be blazing hot and the nights unusually cool. 


Mark Twain once remarked that everybody complains about 


the weather and no one does anything about it. The Moham- 
medans take what comes without complaint because Allah wills 


and the Jews take what comes because they cannot do any- 


thing about it. 
Last night we were invited to a basket dinner on the Mount of 
Olives. There were twenty-eight in the party. I do not ever recall 
having seen as many heavy overcoats, sweaters, blankets and 
shawls for the same number of people in America's coldest months. 


The cool nights are the tourists' salvation. The heat of the 


day causes intense fatigue, but the bracing cool air of the night 
revives both mind and body. About 6 P. M. each day the strong,v 


:ool breeze begins to blow, and continues throughout the night. 


The fatigue and heat of the day could be forgotten easily dur- 


ing the cool evening were it-not for the sand flies. They are al- 
most invisible "creatures" more annoying than the combined hosts 
of the fleas, mosquitoes and the chiggers. The sand fly bite'either 
raises large blisters or causes fever. We have escaped the fever, 
fortunately, but have had our share of the elevations. 


The sand flies are divided into two kinds — the winged con- 


tingents and the foot soldiers. If the footmen fail to find the 
tourist, he is certain to meet with an aerial attack. 


However, the sand flies serve a worthy purpose. The victim is 


assured sufficient calisthenic exercises. 


The diet here is quite regular, with the exception of a change 


now and then. For lunch one day we have lamb and at dinner 
we have mutton. The next day we have mutton for luncheon and 
lamb for dinner. 
Today at dinner, when the meat was being 


served, I said to the waiter: "More lamb?" 
He replied: "No, this 


is the father of the lamb." 
Sept. 13, 1930. 


Since writing the above we have visited Damascus and Baalbek, 


and are now at Beyrouth, Liban. We sail tomorrow night for 
home, via Smyrna, Athens and Naples. We are sorry we did not 
get rid of the father of jibe lambs at the beginning of our stay 
ashore instead of the close. The memory, however, of twenty-two 
eventful days in Palestine and Syria will remain when the effects 
of the heat, sandflies and mutton have been forgotten. 


As we turn westward we are extremely happy. American cit- 


izenship is virtually worshiped by the Oriental eve"n though he 
will short change the American tourist whenever possible. 
I 


talked this morning with two Syrians who" would give their right 
hands for passports to America. These two are typical of many 
thousands. 


Turin, Italy (A.P.)—This city

LAST DAYS IN PALESTINE AND SYRIA 


We did not think we would find it difficult to say goodbye in 


any of the places visited here. During our two weeks in Jerusalem 
we were fortunate enough & make a number of acquaintances. 
When we were ready to start from Jerusalem nearly the entire 
American Colony came out to bid us bon voyage, and several 
friends made a special trip from the city to the colony buildings 
(a mile or more away) to say goodbye. The secretary of the Y. M. 
C. A. went with us as far as Damascus. 


Damascus from the mountains surrounding it is the fairest 


sight that ever came to our eyes. Approach the city from any di- 
rection and there is barrenness: no grass, trees — nothing but 
camel thorn on which the goats and the camels manage to exist. 
Then suddenly the valley in which Damascus lies comes into view. 
One can understand here the value of water hi the East. It means 
life, vegetation, and beauty. 
Mohammed displayed real wisdom, 


however, when he declined to descend from the mountains into 
the city. He said that for man there is but one Paradise; it should 
not be sought on earth; therefore he would not enter Damascus. 
Had he entered Damascus he. might have changed his mind, be- 
cause Damascus is as unchanged as the mountains surrounding it. 
The streets were doubtlessly as dirty then as they are now, the 
houses as dingy, and poverty as prevalent. We shall never be able 
to forget the shops and factories where women and little children 
were doing work that would be laborious for strong men. Many 
of the children were 6, 7, and 8 years of age. 


The city has much of the appearance of prospectors' villages 


hi America's west, before permanent buildings and streets were 
made. I remarked at the hotel in Damascus that the houses 
(built largely of sun-dried bricks and mud plaster) looked as if 
they had been put up in a hurry. The wife of a missionary said 
that I should remember that Damascus is the oldest city in the 
world. 


Thirty-six hours in the city were sufficient to see everything of 


interest. The windows in the wall from which Paul is. supposed 
to have been let down in a basket is quite conveniently reached. 
The window that was formerly pointed out was too for tourists who 
try to do Syria and Palestine hi two days. For their sakes a win- 
dow nearer the hotel district is now pointed out. 


Our itinerary, of course, included the street called Straight; 


the traditional site of the house of Ananias, and the site of Naa- 
man's home, now the location of a Leper's Hospital. Most of our 
time was spent hi the colorful bazaars where all the wares of the 
Orient are displayed. 


From Damascus we motored to Baalbek, which lies between the 


Anti-Lebanon and the Lebanon Mountains, in, the most fertile 
valley we have seen hi the Near East. The ruins of this ancient 
city surpassed all the descriptions. Many competent judges main- 
tain that nowhere in the world is there as much to be seen of 
ancient architectural glory as here. The largest stones ever used 
in buildings are to be found in the ruins — so large, in fact, that 
present day engineers cannot imagine how they could be quarried 
and placed in position. One authority claims that there is enough 
stone in one of these blocks to build a house 60 feet hi frontage 
and in depth, and 40 feet in height,, with walls 1 foot in thickness. 
I took Mrs. Stephenson's picture hi front of one of these stones. 
When I had gone back far enough to get all the stone in the pic- 
ture I could not see Mrs. Stephenson to the kodak finder. ^This is 
the first tune she felt no need of dieting. 


No mortar was used anywhere in the temples. The stone fit to- 


gether so closely and so perfectly that the blade of a Tmife cannot 
be inserted between them. While the ruins are beautiful to be- 
hold, we could not forget what the building of this city meant to 
human flesh and blood. Two hundred thousand slaves were used 
in the construction of the cityi with twenty thousand more to the 
quarries. No mortar was used, but the stones were doubtlessly 
cemented together with human blood. 


From Baalbek we motored to Beirut over the Lebanon Moun- 


tains. Fortunately our driver was very careful in turning the hair- 
pin curves — careful as Syrian drivers go, and we arrived at 
Beirut thankful to be on sea level again. 
We had been warned 


about the cold weather to the mountains, because most of the 
road is between five and seven thousand feet. We wore all the 
sweaters and coats we had, and then had to close most of the win-

Most west township of Rush county, 


lying in Congressional townships 
twelve and thirteen and in rang- 
es eight and nine east. Civil 
townships are manufactured by 
county commissioners and like 
;he east line of ^Jackson and 
Uushville townships, are shaped 
to suit the whim of some "prom- 
nent" or "outstanding" individ- 
ual. Two sections (4 and 9) ;were 
taken from Jackson township 
to exterminate "chills and fever" 
in Union. 


Orange is one of the original 


six townships, into which the 
county was first divided, but has 
iost<area, when later mapped out 
by the commissioners. ,As" now 
located it is bounded on the west 
by Shelby county, south by. De- 
catur, east by Anderson town- 
ship and north by-Walker. It is 
the most broken and hilly town- 
ship in the county, but contains 
much fertile soil. Along the 
banks of Flat Rock, the surface 
becomes more broken, as we de- 
scend the stream. 


Here we find outcropping of 


limestone, which at, and below 
Moscow, furnishes an abundance 
of building stone. Moscow is 
nearly as old asv Rushville—be- 
ing platted March 30, 1830 by 
William B. Laughlin, county sur- 
veyor and recorded by Job Pugh, 
county recorder, May 1, 1830. 
However it wos originally 
laid 


out Nov. 16, 1823 by John Woods 
and David Quarry.

Lots were laid out 5 rods front, 
by ten rods deep, streets three 
rods wide and alleys one. In its 
early history the notorious Sam-

the dense forests-furnished an 
almost inpehetrable shelter" for 
vagabonds, and irT~ that dense 
forest and swamp, this disreput-- 
able gang, carried on their ne-.

In 'time, as the settlement 
grew, the law abiding people 
drove those bandits from the 
county and left that community 
secure from "Hoodlumism."

there until her death. Eli Greene 
was raised on the farm with lim- 
ited means of education.

To this mar- 
riage was born, Eliza, April 16,

His son John Boling was born 


in Orange township on January 
28, 1835, and on March 3, , 1861, 


grandfather was a native of 
Scotland while his father was 
born in Mercer county Pennsyl- 
vania. His father died when he 
was quite young and with his 
grandmother he came to Indi- 
ana in 1853. Ben was only a boy 
of seventeen when fche Civil Wai- 
broke out, but he enlisted hi 
Company E, 7th Ind. Inft., in 
August 1861, where he served 
until 1864, when he re-enlisted 
and his regiment was consolidat- 
ed with the Fourteenth, Nine- 
teenth 
and Twentieth, then 


known as the Twentieth regi- 
ment, veteran volunteer infan- 
try and was mustered out July 
14, 1865 as orderly sergeant. 


Returning home he resumed 


farming and .prospered. In 1866 
he married Susan Wood by whom 
there was one child, a daughter, 
Alice May, who met a 
tragic 


death, July 13, 1905, by drown- 
ing hear Mottlstowh, while bath- 
ing. This threw a cloud of sad- 
ness over the parents, so dark, 
so saddening, that it hastened 
the end, as it had changed the 
hopeful,, jolly nature of her 
father. (This accident is reported 
in fiilljn Jiily 14, 1905, Issue et 
the RushviUe.RepuBlicah).

oline,' according to headquarters 
of the Indiana Farm Bureau at 
Indianapolis. 


A total of forty local stations 


have been located in as many 
counties under the direction of 
the parent organization and the 
1000th car of gasoline and ker- 
osene was furnished for distri- 
bution in this manner by- the In- 
diana Farm Bureau Co-opera- 
tive Association on Oct. 7. 


This volume shows a consid- 


erable increase over 1929 when 
during that entire year only 217 
cars were distributed in a like 
•manner. However, thirty of the 
forty county stations have been 
established since Jan. 1. 


Each of the local stations. is 


farmer-owned and farmer-con- 
trolled. Patrons pay prevailing 
market prices for gasoline, kero- 
sene and lubricating oils, but 
farm bureau members partici- 
pate in the earnings of the re- 
spective stations at the close of 
the fiscal year in the form of 
patronage refunds.

Then chill breezes remind us 


that summer is over, those extra 
furnishings that seemed super- 
fluous in warm weather must 
toe replaced to make the house 
seem 
homelike 
once 
again. 


Sometimes it is necessary to 
have a few repairs attended to 
before the heavy rugs are laid 
and the furniture covers remov- 
ed. Screens and awnings must 
be taken down, cleaned, and 
stored away. Floors may need 
to be rewaxed or revamished, 
walls and woodwork repainted. 


If you have taken good care 


•of your hardwood floors all sum- 
mer, wiping with a soapy cloth 
is all the attention they are 
likely to need. Waxed floors 
•which 
have 
been 
neglected 


should be scrubbed with a thick 
lather of mild soap suds to re- 
move the dirt and then thor- 
oughly dried before rewaxing. 
Floors that are varnished or 
shellacked should first be care- 
fully cleaned if a new coat of 
gloss is to be applied. 


Carefully cleaning of walls, 


floors and woodwork may save 
the expense of a redecorating 
job. A good cleaning solution 
for walls is made by shaving a 
small cake of soap in a quart of 
boiling water and adding this 
mixture to another quart of boil- 
ing water in which two ounces of 
glue have been mixed. A little 
flour will make the solution 
thicker. Sal soda washing pow- 
der or ammonia will make it 
better for cleaning badly soiled 
or greasy walls. Apply this com- 
pound with a 
soft spongue, 


working from the bottom up, 
then wipe down the wall with a

PLANE FLEW MANY 


MILES OFF COURSE 


Croydon, Eng., Oct. 11—(AJ>.) 


—The trans-Atlantic airplane 
Columbia completed i,ts voyage' 
from Harbor Grace, Newfound- 
land, to London early this morn- 
ing. The overnight landing at 
the Scilly islands was the only 
break in the first successful Ca- 
nadian flight across the Atlan- 
tic ocean. 


Captain J. Errol Boyd and 


Lieutenant 
Harry P. Connor 


were occupants of the veteran 
monoplane which once before 
had flown the Atlantic. 


Croydon, Eng., Oct. 
10.—(fi%- 


More than 153 miles off their 
course, Capt. J. Errol Boyd and 
ieut. Harry P. Connor safely 
jrought down the vetern trans- 
Atlantic monoplane Columbia 
soon after 5 p. m. (11 a. m. Cen- 
ral standard time) today in the 
Scilly isles, ending a flight of a 
ittle more than twenty-four 
lours from Newfoundland. 


It was the veteran Columbia's 


second trans-Atlantic hop. 


The airmen telegraphed 
to 


London from Tresco, one of the 
sland group off Land's End, tip 
if southwestern England, that 
hey hoped to get away early to- 
morrow for Croydon airdrome, 
their destination. 


Their message, sent to Charles 


A. Levine. who flew the Atlantic 
with Clarence Chamberlain in 
the Columbia in 1927, stated that 
the monoplane was undamaged 
They landed on a beach in the 
little island. Both were well. 


Word of the Columbia's land- 


ing reached officials at the air- 
drome here from the coast guard 
station on St. Mary's island, 
close to Tresco. This 'message 
said that motor trouble had 
forced the monoplane down, less 
than three hundred miles short 
of its goal.
